Salisbury,  N.  C,  July  10th,  1873. 

The  Stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Kail  Road  Com- 
pany convened  in  the  Court  House,  to  hold  their  Twenty- 
Fourth  Annual  Meeting. 

On  motion  of  Col.  J.  L.  Morehead,  the  meeting  was 
temporarily  organized  by  calling  Hon.  L.  W.  Humphrey  to 
the  Chair,  and  requesting  Tiros.  B.  Keogh  and  J.  S.  Scott 
to  act  as  Secretaries,  to  act  in  conjunction  with  J.  A. 
McCauley,  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road 
Company. 

The  Committee  on  Proxies,  through  Mr.  D.  A.  Davis,  re- 
ported as  follows  :  The  number  of  stockholders  represented 
in  person  27  ;  by  proxy  292  ;  whole  number  of  shares  owned 
b}r  individuals  10,000  ;  whole  number  of  shares  represented 
in  person  and  by  proxy  8,147. 

It  appearing  that  a  majority  of  the  individual  stock  was 
represented  by  the  requisite  number  of  Stockholders,  either 
in  person  or  by  prox}7,  it  was  announced  by  the  Chairman 
that  the  meeting  was  duly  organized  and  ready  to  proceed 
with  business. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  N.  H.  U.  Wilson  the  temporary 
officers  were  elected  as  the  permanent  officers  of  the  meeting. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Welker  presented  his  credentials  as  State 
Proxy,  which  was  read  and  received. 

Mr.  Welker  announced  the  following  gentlemen  appoint- 
ed by  his  Excellency,  Tod  R.  Caldwell,  as  Directors  on  the 
part  of  the  State,  viz  :  W.  R.  Myers,  Rufus  Barringer, 
John  McDonald,  Samuel  H.  Wiley,  N.  H.  D.  Wilson, 
John  R.  Harrison,  W.  A.  Smith,  and  L.  W.  Humphrey. 
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The  President  of  the  Company,  Thomas  M.  Holt,  read 
his  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Henderson  Adams,  the  reports  of  the 
Secretary,  Treasurer  and  the  Finance  Committee  were  re 
ceived,  the  reading  dispensed  with,  and  the  reports  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Davis,  the  private  Stockholders 
proceeded  to  elect  four  Directors.  Messrs.  W.  F.  Hender- 
son and  John  R.  Vogler  were  appointed  tellers  by  the 
Chair.  The  vote  resulted  as  follows,  viz  :  Thomas  M.  Holt, 
7,901  ,  John  I.  Shaver,  6,856 ;  J.  L.  Morehead,  6,477  ; 
Dr.  R.  B.  Haywood,  6,944  ;  R  Gorrell,  99  ;  M.  L.  Holmes, 
314;  Thomas  Webb,  940;  H.  W.  Fries,  1,064;  Peter 
Adams,  11  ;  W.  S.  Smith,  11  ;  W.  G.  McRae,  761. 

Maj.  W.  A.  Smith  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  : 

Waereas,  The  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company  has 
leased  its  Rail  Road  to  other  parties  ;  and  whereas,  the 
North  Carolina  Rail  Road  Company  has  now  no  power  to 
give  free  passes  to  ride  over  its  roads  so  leased,  or  to  enforce 
those  heretofore  given  ;  therefore  be  it 

JResolved,  That  we,  the  stockholders  in  the  North  Caro- 
lina Rail  Road  Company,  do  hereby  revoke  and  annull  all 
passes  heretofore  given  to  ex-Presidents  of  this  Company, 
their  families  and  other  persons,  with  the  exception  of  the 
pass  given  to  Hon.  Calvin  Graves,  which  we  hope  will  be 
respected  by  the  lessees  of  our  road. 

Discussion  of  this  resolution  was  participated  in  by  D.  F. 
Caldwell,  Maj.  W.  A.  Smith,  Ralph  Gorrell  and  Maj. 
Southerlin. 

The  stock  vote  was  called  for,  which  resulted  in  the  adop- 
tion of  the  resolution  as  follows :  For  adoption  35,070 ; 
against  adoption  956. 

On  motion  of  Col.  T.  M.  Holt,  the  stockholders  elected 
the  following  gentlemen  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
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for  the  ensuing  year,  viz  :  P.   B.    Hawkins,  D.  A.   Davis 
and  Thomas  B.  Keogh. 

On  motion  of  D.  A.  Davis,  Esq.,  Hon.  John  W.  Gra- 
ham, John  U.  Kirkland  and  Col.  Thomas  Webb  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  verify  proxies  at  the  next  annual 
meeting,  to  be  held  at  Hillsboro',  N.  C,  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  July,  1874. 

On  motion  of  Maj.  W.  A.  Smith,  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  sum  of  $27,000.00  will  be  re- 
quired on  interest  account ;  $67,000.00  will  be  required  to 
satisfy  the  demands  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  leaving  only  a 
small  balance,  from  which  it  is  impossible  to  declare  a  div- 
idend at  present.  After  the  above  claims  are  paid,  (which 
will  have  to  be  done  before  we  get  another  payment  from 
the  R.  &  D.  R.  R.  Co.,)  the  interest  account  and  demands  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  will  be  greatly  diminished,  and  the 
stockholders  may  confidently  look  for  a  six  per  cent,  divi- 
dend, payable,  3  per  cent.  January  1st.  1874,  and  3  per 
cent.  July  1st,  1874.

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  submit  to  yon  the  annual  report 
of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Worth  Carolina  Rail  Road 
Company  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  31tt  of  May,  1873.

During  the  fiscal  year  the  receipts  from  all  sources  have 
been  $302,805.06,  and  the  amonnt  paid  out  on  expenses, 
bonds  and  other  liabilities  of  the  Company,  $328,188.09, 
which  will  be  found  fully  set  forth  in  the  accompanying 
tables. 

financial  condition  now  and  one  year  ago. 

The  debt  of  the  Company  reported  and  entered  on  the 
books  of  the  Company  on  the  31st  of  May,  1872,  as  shown 
by  the  books  of  the  Secretary,  was  $598,121.26,  to  which 
add  $10,990.24  of  old  debts,  not  reported  and  entered  on  the 
books  of  the  Company,  but  which  have  been  paid  during 
the  year,  we  have  the  total  debt  of  the  Company  on  the 
31st  of  May,  1872,  $639,111.50,  of  which  amount  there 
has  been  paid  during  the  year  $147,132.26,  leaving  the  debt 
of  the  Company,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Secretary, 
on  the  31st  of  May,  1873,  $491,978.24,  which  amount  may 
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be  reduced  by  assets  $81,362.09,  and  the  probable  deduc- 
tion on  negro  bonds  of  $24,000.00.  leaving  a  balance  to  be 
paid  of  $386,616.15. 

The  general  exhibits  of  the  business  of  the  Company  for 
the  fiscal  year  shows  a  decrease  of  the  debt  of  the  Company 
of  $349,350.02. 

The  total  bonded  debt  of  the  Company  under  mortgage 
is  $396,000.00,  of  which  amount  $1,000.00,  is  in  five  year 
bonds,  $185,000.00  in  ten  year  bonds,  and  $210,000.00  in 
twenty  year  bonds.  There  remains  unpaid  of  the  loan  of 
March  1st,  1857,  $38,500.00.  The  Company  has  paid  during 
the  fiscal  year  $3,500.00  of  these  bonds. 

There  are  several  suits  now  pending  in  the  courts  against 
the  Company  for  damages  of  person   and  property,  which 
probably  will  be  settled  during  your  next  fiscal  year.

Office  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company, 
Company  Shops,  June  27th,  1873. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Co.  : 

The  Committee  of  Finance  in  performing  the  duty  re- 
quired of  them,  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasu- 
rer and  Secretary,  and  find  them  properly  kept  and  the 
charges  supported  by  proper  vouchers.  The  whole  of  the 
5-year  bonds  have  been  paid  by  Gov.  Graham,  the  Trus- 
tee, and  there  are  now  outstanding  of  the  10-year  bonds  due 
Nov.  1st,  1877,  $185,000,  and  of  the  20-year  bonds  due  Nov. 
1,  18S8,  1210,000.  Of  the  bonds  of  1857,  due  in  1867,  the 
amount  of  about  $38,500  remains  unpaid.  The  interest  on 
this  last  class  of  bonds  has  nearly  all  been  paid.  But  as  the 
holders  of  these  overdue  bonds  do  not  present  them  fur  pay- 
ment, and,  as  it  is  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  de- 
sirable to  have  all  these  bonds  retired,  we  recommend  that 
your  Treasurer  be  directed  to  give  notice  in  several  news- 
papers that  this  class  of  bonds  must  be  presented  for  pay- 
ment by  the  first  of  September  next,  and  that  no  interest 
will  be  paid  on  these  overdue  bonds  after  that  day. 

Your  Committee  would  repeat  the  recommendation  of 
your  last  Committee  of  Finance,  in  regard  to  making  appli- 
cation to  the  Legislature  to  allow  the  preferred  stock  of  the 
State,  amounting  to  one  million  of  dollars,  become  com- 
mon stock.
